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[Music] this is cbs news coverage of the presidential inauguration this portion is sponsored by general motors 
extra time extra effort and attention to every detail gm is committed to excellence and by sun company where 
there's sun there's energy and now from the east building of the national gallery of art in washington dc here 
is dan rather good morning it is frostbite red snow white and ice cold blue here in flash frozen washington 
record bitter cold at last report two degrees it got down as low as four degrees overnight two degrees at our 
last report minus 10 degrees at this hour when you figure in the considerable windshield factor so-called that 
for the first time in 152 years the inaugural parade has been cancelled entirely so-called that for only the 
second time this century the oath of office actually a repeat of the official oath taken yesterday will be taken 
by ronald reagan today not outside on the west front of the capitol as had been originally scheduled but 
indoors inside the capitol rotunda but there's more to it than just an instant replay of yesterday's private oath 
taking ceremony president reagan will deliver his inaugural address and later in the day an indoor much 
abbreviated what is being called inaugural tribute will be held under the roof of the capitol center where 
thousands of disappointed paraders can see and be seen by president nancy reagan joining me here this 
morning from our vantage point in the east building of the national gallery or my colleagues bob schieffer and 
bruce morton bruce it just doesn't get any colder this in washington the all-time record was what 15 degrees 
below zero in the last century but there's never been a cold or january 21st there's never been a colder 
inauguration uh john kennedy's was cold ulysses s 
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john kennedy's was cold ulysses s grant's second one was the one everybody talks about the heat failed at 
the inaugural ball food froze drink furrows 300 canaries who were supposed to warrable sweetly froze to 
death and the guests had danced in overcoats and this is colder than that the canary store is a good story 
we hope to get to that a little later on in the day i can't recall man when it's ever been colder in washington let 
alone on an inaugural day and i've lived here for a long time someone told me this morning who had come 
here in 1968 to demonstrate against the war in vietnam at the richard nixon inaugural in 1969 they said if it 
had been this cold that year i would have been for the war it's cold although there are no inaugural paraders 
and no parade watchers the president and mrs reagan or will soon be motoring their way from the white 
house to the indoor capital ceremonies just across the way from our spectacular vantage point here in the 
east building of the national gallery of art where you can almost see frostbite and phil jones bill dan i don't 
know uh what all this fuss is about you know i'm here it's uh the sun is shining you're talking about two 
degrees a little bit of uh warm coming from the television lights and there's real really no problem three pairs 
of socks ski boots thermal underwear and a couple of coats and you could make it through this inaugural day 
without any problem they don't need to be inside uh this is probably going to be a day where nobody is 


happy if they were out here they'd all be complaining about it being too cold they're going to be inside the 
rotunda where it's going to be gridlocked people just crammed in there and it'll probably be too hot too hot 
too cold but what a difference four years makes i can remember standing here just four years ago a balmy 
50 degrees as the inaugural ceremony occurred but inside today it's uh it's going to be different and i've 
looked out here and i don't see anybody around just in case they might change their 
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change their mind and decide to come out here everybody got the message and all these seats that people 
were fighting over just a few weeks ago and a few days ago are empty nobody around except a few 
technicians who are starting to break down after all of the effort of putting in the gear here on the west front 
of the capitol dan phil everyone's disappointed it won't be held outside but it's a beautiful view in the rotunda 
the capitol which we'll be seeing after a while right at the moment the president's motorcade is forming up at 
the white house and there is our white house correspondent bill plan bill good morning dan the president is 
about to leave and uh he and mrs reagan are described to us this morning as very disappointed at the 
cancellation of the inaugural parade and it was explained that they had to do this for medical reasons they 
were warned we were told by the white house spokesman by medical folks that people all these youngsters 
in the bands would suffer frostbite after about five minutes out in this in this kind of weather all the exposed 
skin areas so while the reagans exceeded in the cancellation of the parade we're told that they did so very 
reluctantly nonetheless it's a happy day for the president and i think that you'll find that that upbeat mood will 
be murdered in the address that he gives just a little later on after his second swearing in down at the capitol 
rotunda dan well we'll be following the president's motorcade as it goes from the white house uh to the 
capitol uh once the motorcade officially forms up and the president and mrs reagan enter into it for those of 
you who've just joined us uh and also to put this in some perspective let's uh review the picture and what's 
going to happen as opposed to what was had been planned to happen uh as far as the ceremonies this 
morning the only change as the president and mrs reagan mrs reagan dressed in blue now are leaving the 
white house the only change is that the ceremony for this morning has been moved indoors bill plant if you're 
still there and with us the mrs reagan dressed uh in blue coat and 
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mrs reagan dressed uh in blue coat and blue hat done in blue for the day and they're entering the uh 
limousine now for the what maybe uh 10 15 minute ride to the capitol well at the speed that they'll go down 
it'll probably take uh just uh just under 10 minutes i think they'll move along you know there are not very 
many people as i'm sure you yourself noticed on the streets on this cold day in washington there are not a lot 
of spectators maybe they're one deep in places the presidential limousine especially uh protected of course 
uh both uh on the bottom of the automobile as well as with resistant glass and perhaps you could hear the uh 
of a helicopter uh overhead yes bill dan that's the uh one of the new limousines the newest of the lot they call 
it the talking car the president has a pa microphone inside he can ride along and talk to the people outside 
it's really a rather amusing thing to see this car will be going by and if you can't see inside of it you'll hear this 
fella saying well hi how are you presidents always like to use that uh president lyndon johnson had one on 
his limousine and he used to be fond of saying hi this is your president speaking to you beautiful scene of the 
white house while it's bitterly cold here today it makes the air so clear that everything stands out so vividly 
absolutely crystalline then and the presidential motorcade is underway from the white house to the capitol 
perhaps you well you can see now those empty stands in the background that's where the president would 
have been reviewing the parade this afternoon had the parade not been cancelled it might be worth noting 
here dan that the uh motorcade is leaving through the uh through the northeast gate something that rarely 
happens when the president goes to and from the white house he usually departs from the diplomatic 
entrance on the south side of the mansion so we don't see this very often well bob schieffer i you were a 
white house correspondent for a long time i would 
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correspondent for a long time i would think that what they did was use the northeast gate of the white house 
because uh we give the president the shortest walk from a white house door to the limousine and in this kind 
of cold quite understandably everybody keeps their walking time in the open as short as possible yes you 
know dan watching this uh one of the things that makes a second inauguration so different from a first 
inauguration is that normally uh this trip from the white house the president who is leaving the white house 
and the new president who is about to be sworn in ride together down pennsylvania avenue in one car i've 
always thought that must be one of the most stilted situations that a person could find himself in uh 
especially if the two men had just run against each other in an election for example when when ronald 
reagan uh rode to the white house uh in the car with the carters you know there'd been a lot of animosity 
during that campaign and then there had been a report uh totally unsubstantiated that uh mrs reagan wanted 
the carters to move out of the white house early so she could then could begin redecoration it must be a 
tough conversational uh for us reporters though i think added interest you know seeing the loser there yeah 
poignancy of lyndon johnson for instance so battered by the vietnam war that he couldn't even run for re- 
election uh kennedy and eisenhower two other men who didn't like each other very much as it turned out uh 
there's a there's a harmony obviously to today but you missed that drama of of victor and vanquished what 
you don't miss is this to me bobby is the sense that uh this is america after all this is not uh soviet union or 
uh someplace in asia or south america and among the sights and sounds you hear the distant sounds of 
demonstrators we have some uh here outside the east building of the national gallery of art you may have 
heard in the background frankly i don't see how you could have avoided hearing there's a small group of 
demonstrators and it is a very small group they are protesting the united states involvement in central 
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the united states involvement in central america and nicaragua specifically as the presidential motorcade 
makes its way from the white house to the capitol for today's swearing-in we'll have more cbs news coverage 
of the inauguration in a moment the presidential motorcade from the white house to the capitol is uh nearing 
the capitol itself the president will enter at the law library entrance to the capitol and at the law library 
entrance is meredith vieira good morning meredith morning dan i i sort of agree with phil jones it seems like a 
very nice comfortable day from where i'm standing waiting for the president to arrive the honor guard is 
already outside here also waiting for him obviously he is disappointed he had hoped there would be 140 000 
people here to see him be sworn in and there are only about a thousand we are told many of the dignitaries 
have come in through this law library door this morning we see now police arriving on motorcycles first car 
and here is the president arriving now dan ii trust you can see this well indeed meredith and we have some 
absolutely beautiful shots uh of the capitol dome the president's automobile arriving this is at the uh on the 
east side of the capitol where some of the swearing-in ceremonies uh been held in fact most of them uh 
previously the president's limousine arriving right at the law library door meredith with the president should 
be senator charles matthias whose job it was to organize this swearing-in ceremony he was here yesterday 
practicing with some of the choir members they couldn't even sing it was so cold and he had to finally 
stepping out right now is congressman tip o'neill speaker of the house this may well be his last inauguration 
as a congressman he has announced that in two years he will retire again that is the presidential honor 
guard there is mrs reagan and the president being greeted [Music] the name law library door is fairly 
ceremonial if there used to be a law library here when the supreme court was housed in the capitol 
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supreme court was housed in the capitol but that was many years ago they are now being escorted inside 
the building where they will go to a waiting room a holding room originally from there the plan had been to 
escort the president outside the west front of the capitol but obviously that has been changed instead we are 
told he will go by elevator up to the rotunda the president has come from the outside to the inside of the 
building now and for those of you who know the capital uh this is uh at the ground level on the east side main 
side of the capitol walking past some statues there statues to one american who had to be carried uh on his 
death bed to sign the constant declaration of independence another american uh who invented uh ether little 
statues in the hallway and now they go into this room this little holding room bob schieffer it was you i believe 


telling me that this holding room was actually constructed for this purpose just for this purpose uh it was done 
back in the 60s when they were doing some remodeling on the capitol and they build this room just so when 
the president comes up from the white house for his inauguration he has a place to wait uh to get set before 
he uh he makes his appearance for uh people who have come to washington uh as tourists and visited the 
capitol this is very near the old supreme court the original supreme court chamber when the president came 
in the law library door had he turned right he would have gone into the old supreme court chamber which by 
the way those old justices bruce and dan would have felt very much at home it was very cold in that part of 
the capitol during the winter and one of the things that the clerk of the court used to do uh he would look out 
the window the chief justice would ask him how's the weather if he said cold then the chief justice would say 
break out the madeira and that's how they steal themselves against the coal this whole thing is in it's the new 
part of the capital they redid the east front uh back in the 60s it was in disrepair as the west front where 
president reagan was to speak is now they read it in marble they built a lot of little hideaway offices for 
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a lot of little hideaway offices for senators and congressmen those are great prizes on capitol hill in this room 
if you're a tourist and you bought postcards you were right here the postcard counter is just a few feet from 
where our cameras pointed i was just going to say that it's it's a it's a wonderful city down there frankly you 
have these statues of great americans of the past uh our ancient heroes and then of course there is the curio 
stand just across the way where you can buy a postcard to send back to grandmother but it may be too cold 
for the parade watchers but it isn't too cold for andy rooney who is out along the route of the parade that 
didn't happen good morning andrew hi dan i suppose i'm supposed to be funny here actually i see very little 
funny down here on pennsylvania where i am i've been listening to television myself most of the morning and 
uh i just don't want to get into the funny remarks with the amateurs i've heard a lot of talk about the wind chill 
factor actually you know wind chill factor is something that was invented by television weathermen to make 
the weather sound more interesting than it is believe me this weather is plenty interesting as it is without 
talking about the wind chill factory i've uh here on pennsylvania avenue actually dan pennsylvania avenue 
most of it is a pretty dull street if i was a pennsylvanian i wouldn't mind having it called delaware avenue or 
arkansas avenue or something different i'm looking at some dull government building and there's a statue of 
casimir pulaski over there or polish general but i didn't know him personally and i haven't seen a lot very 
interesting president reagan just went by and i think he likes me because he waved at me or i think it was 
him waving it might have been a secret service man i'm not sure matter of fact i'm not even sure which car 
he was in but uh actually the i've talked to some of the paraders at the hotels the kids who were going to 
march and they are the ones who were disappointed i don't think anybody who was gonna watch is that 
disappointed and that's what's happened with parades in america uh parades are mostly for the people 
marching in them there are always more 
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marching in them there are always more marchers than watchers at a parade so this is pretty much a typical 
uh uh crowd in new york city dan lender tell me the truth now uh honest andrew aren't you disappointed the 
parade didn't come off i i personally i'm not disappointed and i'll tell you why i got all those books that we 
were supposed to study dan about the floats that were going by and everything and i never got to study them 
and i thought i was going to stand up here and make a fool of myself because i wouldn't know what floats 
were going by and i kept putting it off and putting it off because i was thinking that was more a miss 
america's kind of a job than the kind of a job i do and i never did get to study what was going to go by me so 
when the thing was cancelled i was just delighted then well an awful lot of young americans with broken 
hearts over the whole thing andrew we'll be coming back to you we hope a little bit later on also watching the 
inaugural ceremonies with us today is my colleague bill moyers who's in our washington studios our cbs 
news studios here with some distinguished guests bill good morning good frigid morning dan i have with me 
here dr william luchtenberg notable historian university of north carolina author of many fine books on 
american history and barbara kellerman who's a political scientist at the institute for leadership studies at 
fairleigh dickens at the university university in new jersey who's just written a book about presidential 


leadership dr kellerman of all the presidents you've studied what is unique about ronald reagan's leadership 
uh i would say that ronald reagan has the singular capacity for being a strong leader and yet doing it in such 
a way that it feels almost painless to those people who are being led what is that talent i mean how does he 
do it it's partly his manner it's a stylistic thing it's partly that he delegates very generously and therefore 
appears not to be the one to be manipulating others but in total it's a style that is particularly suited to a 
culture in which people generally resist being 
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in which people generally resist being led so the idea of having on the one hand a strong leader and on the 
other hand appearing to do it in such a way that does not impose his will on those who can be described as 
followers is in fact a singularly adroit combination for the american political culture he has been very fond of 
comparing himself uh dr luckenberg to one of your figures that's one of the major figures about whom you've 
written franklin roosevelt ronald reagan has told us time and time again that he was following in roosevelt's 
footsteps is his leadership of roosevelt's kind well i'm sure that he believes that and he does have ties to fdr 
he often says that he voted for fdr in 1932 when roosevelt was in favor of balancing the budget and he hasn't 
changed since the democrats have changed in fact reagan voted for fdr all four times and uh he once in fact 
described himself as having been a hemophilic uh liberal as late as 1950 he backed helen gahagan douglas 
against richard nixon and the douglas people thought of making him honorary chairman but they thought he 
had two left-wing a reputation so this would this would hurt him but we need to go back to dan for a moment 
now well thank you bill and i Know it's cold when indoors you say farley dickinson dickens university when 
you met farley dickinson university i know you don't want to answer all that mail and neither do i so it is farley 
dickinson university president reagan is in the capitol in the holding room and will be going soon to the indoor 
capital rotunda for the swearing-in ceremony and we'll have more cbs news coverage of the inauguration in a 
moment [Music] watch the stars shine all week long on entertainment tonight and see john rivers show off 
her right stuff next dynasty gets a piece of the rock and footloose star kevin bacon picks up the pace then 
we'll make a wish and blow out those birthday candles with paul newman

presidential inauguration continues here again is dan rather from the beautiful capital of the land of the free 
washington dc where it's the coldest inauguration day on record coldest inauguration day in history two 
degrees below zero uh at last register the official party is leaving the holding room in the capital of the united 
states and moving now toward the rotunda where the swearing-in ceremonies will be held today our decision 
because of the cold they will not be held in the west front of the capitol they will be held in the rotunda mrs 
reagan and mrs bush are now arriving uh in the rotunda area and our susan spencer is there good morning 
susan hey dan even jammed into the rotunda right now uh they had expected what they've done with their as 
you can see it's uh it's absolutely packed there's there's really no room for anyone else and since uh for 
about the last five minutes stopped and there's really everyone is simply on pins and needles you can uh 
sense an error of anticipation i think several people have portable television sets because they couldn't see 
who was coming in but when various of the dignitaries came in spontaneous burst of applause uh broke out 
then i'll bet one of the people in this town who is not disappointed that this ceremony has been moved 
indoors is Susan spencer because 
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spencer because oh no i'm standing out on the steps yesterday and that's where she we she was supposed 
to have been today and that's got to be a better deal i was absolutely prepared you know susan spencer bob 
schieffer and we andy rudy said before well he didn't like pennsylvania avenue uh vice president bush 


entering the room now but you know there's some beautiful buildings on pennsylvania and the capital 
rotunda go ahead and Say it is one of the most beautiful places uh in this or any other country it's a beautiful 
beautiful room i think uh today one of the most crowded places in the country too there's mr reagan with the 
speaker i know phil was talking phil jones was talking about gridlock and i think the rotunda has has achieved 
it this morning president uh reagan flanked uh by senator matthias and speaker o'neill moves toward the 
rotundum two men that the president may have some difficulties with this year dan they're all friendly today 
but uh senator matthias being a very liberal republican often opposes the president's program senator 
speaker o'neill of course is the leader of the opposition in the house senator matthias by the way is the 
chairman of the uh the capital inauguration committee is why he is part of the the honor guard as it were 
today not a bad phrase maker when i said when somebody asked him will any members of the public going 
to be in the rotunda swearing in today and he said well not unless they're very very thin meaning that there's 
only room for uh special guests and vips in the rotunda this is one of the disadvantages of having the 
swearing in uh indoors uh forced understandably by the weather well when you figure that they've not they 
invited 140 000 people to the outdoor ceremony and we're down to one granted large but still one room you 
can see that this is a considerable squeeze isn't nice that for a change because we're so used to seeing 
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we're so used to seeing the result of tragedy when we see televised pictures of this rotunda because this is 
where we have seen our great leaders lay in state john kennedy lyndon johnson after after he died of course 
to see a happy ceremony which really is what an inauguration is well there have been persons honored by 
other ceremonies at the return it is true that our memories are of an assassinated president and and memory 
from the history books of lincoln uh being state uh in the rotunda but admiral george stewart was honored 
there ruffles and flourishes and uh to be followed by halo to the chief as the president enters the great capital 
ladies and gentlemen the president of the united states [Music] bye right reverend timothy healey president 
mr vice president of georgetown university will give the invitation we celebrate today the 50th anniversary 
senator matthias president and vice president of the united states and the beginning of a presidential term 
that brings us to the threshold of the third century of american constitutional government 
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constitutional government i will ask the reverend timothy s healey president of georgetown university to offer 
the invocation let us offer this prayer for the president and vice president and their families for the people and 
government of these united states for men and women of good will everywhere captive and free who watch 
us today please join me in saying the words our lord taught us our father who art in heaven hallowed be thy 
name thy kingdom come thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven give us this day our daily bread and 
forgive us our trespasses as we forgive those who trespass against us and lead us not into temptation but 
deliver us from evil for thine is the kingdom and the power and the glory forever and ever amen miss jesse

one who for a time has been absent senator john stennis god bless you and welcome back there is however 
one who is not with us today representative gillis long of louisiana left us last night and i wonder if we could

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there are no words to adequate to express my thanks for the great honor that you've bestowed on me i'll do 
my utmost to be deserving of your trust this is as senator matthias told us the 50th time that we the people 
have celebrated this historic occasion when the first president george washington placed his hand upon the 
bible he stood less than a single day's journey by horseback from raw untamed wilderness there were four 
million americans in a union of 13 states today we are 60 times as many in a union of fifty states we've 
lighted the world with our inventions gone to the aid of mankind wherever in the world there was a cry for 
help journeyed to the moon and safely returned so much has changed and yet we stand together as we did 
two centuries ago when i took this oath four years ago i did so in a time of economic stress voices were 
raised saying that we had to look to our past for the greatness and glory but we the present day americans 
are not given to looking backward in this blessed land there is always a better tomorrow four years ago i 
spoke to you of a new beginning and we have accomplished that but in another sense our new beginning is 
a continuation of that beginning created two centuries ago when for the first time in history government the 
people said was not our master it is our servant its only power that which we the people allow it to have that 
system has never failed us but for a time we failed the system we asked things of government that 
government was not equipped to give 
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government was not equipped to give we yielded authority to the national government that property belonged 
to states or to local governments or to the people themselves we allowed taxes and inflation to rob us of our 
earnings and savings and watch the great industrial machine that had made us the most productive people 
on earth slow down in the number of unemployed increase by 1980 we knew it was time to renew our faith to 
strive with all our strength toward the ultimate in individual freedom consistent with an orderly society we 
believe then and now there are no limits to growth and human progress when men and women are free to 
follow their dreams and we were right and we were right to believe that tax rates have been reduced inflation 
cut dramatically and more people are employed than ever before in our history we are creating a nation once 
again vibrant robust and alive but there are many mountains yet to climb we will not rest until every american 
enjoys the fullness of freedom dignity and opportunity as our birthright it is our birthright as citizens of this 
great republic and if we meet this challenge these will be years when americans have restored their 
confidence and tradition of progress when our values of faith family work and neighborhood were restated for 
a modern age when our economy was finally freed from government's grip when we made sincere efforts at 
meaningful arms reductions and by rebuilding our defenses our economy and developing new technologies 
helped preserve peace in a troubled world when america 
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peace in a troubled world when america courageously supported the struggle for individual liberty self- 
government and free enterprise throughout the world and turned the tide of history away from totalitarian 
darkness and into the warm sunlight of human freedom my fellow citizens our nation is poised for greatness 
we must do what we know is right and do it with all our might let history say of us these were golden years 
when the american revolution was reborn when freedom gained new life and america reached for her best 
our two-party system has solved us served as i should say well over the years but never better than in those 
times of great challenge when we came together not as democrats or republicans but as americans united in 
a common cause two of our founding fathers a boston lawyer named adams and a virginia planter named 
jefferson members of that remarkable group who met in independence hall and dared to think they could 
start the world over again left us an important lesson they had become in the years then in government bitter 
political rivals in the politic presidential election of 1800 then years later when both were retired and age had 
softened their anger they began to speak to each other again through letters a bond was re-established 
between those two who had helped create 
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two who had helped create this government of ours in 1826 the 50th anniversary of the declaration of 
independence they both died they died on the same day within a few hours of each other and that day was 
the fourth of july in one of those letters exchanged in the sunset of their lives jefferson wrote it carries me 
back to the times when beset with difficulties and dangers we were fellow laborers in the same cause 
struggling for what is most valuable to man his right of self-government laboring always at the same ore with 
some wave ever ahead threatening to overwhelm us and yet passing harmless we rode through the storm 
with heart and hand well with heart and hand let us stand as one today one people under god determined 
that our future shall be worthy of our past as we do we must not repeat the well-intentioned errors of our past 
we must never again abuse the trust of working men and women by sending their earnings on a feudal 
chase after the spiraling demands of a bloated federal establishment you elected us in 1980 to end this 
prescription for disaster and i don't believe you re-elected us in 1984 to reverse course at the heart of our 
efforts is one idea vindicated by 25 straight months of economic growth freedom and incentives unleash the 
drive an entrepreneurial genius that are the core of human progress we have begun to increase the rewards 
for work savings and investment reduce the increase in the cost and size 
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reduce the increase in the cost and size of government and its interference in people's lives we must simplify 
our tax system make it more fair and bring the rates down for all who work and earn we must think anew and 
move with a new boldness so every american who seeks work can find work so the least among us shall 
have an equal chance to achieve the greatest things to be heroes who'd heal our sick feed the hungry 
protect peace among nations and leave this world a better place the time has come for a new american 
emancipation a great national drive to tear down economic barriers and liberate the spirit of enterprise in the 
most distressed areas of our country my friends together we can do this and do it we must so help me god 
from new freedom will spring new opportunities for growth a more productive fulfilled and united people and 
a stronger america an america that will lead the technological revolution and also open its mind and heart 
and soul to the treasuries of literature music and poetry and the values of faith courage and love a dynamic 
economy with more citizens working and paying taxes will be our strongest tool to bring down budget deficits 
but in all an almost unbroken 50 years of deficit spending has finally brought us to a time of reckoning we've 
come to a turning point a moment for hard decisions i have asked the cabinet and my staff a question and 
now i put the same question to all of you if not us who and if not now when it must be done by all of us going 
forward with a program aimed at reaching a balanced budget 
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reaching a balanced budget we can then begin reducing the national debt i will shortly submit a budget to the 


congress aimed at freezing government program spending for the next year beyond this we must take further 
steps to permanently control government's power to tax and spend we must act now to protect future 
generations from government's desire to spend its citizens money and tax them into servitude when the bills 
come due let us make it unconstitutional for the federal government to spend more than the federal 
government takes [Applause] in [Applause] we have already started returning to the people into state and 
local governments responsibilities better handled by them now there is a place for the federal government in 
matters of social compassion but our fundamental goals must be to reduce dependency and upgrade the 
dignity of those who are infirm or disadvantaged and here a growing economy and support from family and 
community offer our best chance for a society where compassion is a way of life for the old and infirm are 
cared for the young and yes the unborn protected and the unfortunate looked after and made self-sufficient 
[Applause] now there is another area where the federal government can play a part as an older american i 
remember a time when people of different race creed or ethnic origin in our land found hatred and prejudice 
installed in social custom 
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installed in social custom and yes in law there's no story more heartening in our history than the progress 
that we've made toward the brotherhood of man that god intended for us let us resolve there will be no 
turning back or hesitation on the road to an america rich in dignity and abundant with opportunity for all our 
citizens [Applause] let us resolve that we the people will build an american opportunity society in which all of 
us white and black rich and poor young and old will go forward together arm in arm again let us remember 
that though our heritage is one of bloodlines from every corner of the earth we are all americans pledged to 
carry on this last best hope of man on earth i have suppose i've spoken of our domestic goals and the 
limitations we should put on our national government now let me turn to a task that is the primary 
responsibility of national government the safety and security of our people today we utter no prayer more 
fervently than the ancient prayer for peace on earth yet history has shown that peace does not come nor will 
our freedom be preserved by good will alone there are those in the world who scorn our vision of human 
dignity and freedom one nation the soviet union has conducted the greatest military buildup in the history of 
man building arsenals of awesome offensive weapons we've made progress in restoring our defense 
capability but much remains to be done there must be no wavering by us 
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be no wavering by us nor any doubts by others that america will meet her responsibilities to remain free 
secure and at peace [Applause] there is only one way safely and legitimately to reduce the cost of national 
security and that is to reduce the need for it and this we're trying to do in negotiations with the soviet union 
we're not just discussing limits on a further increase of nuclear weapons we seek instead to reduce their 
number we seek the total elimination one day of nuclear weapons from the face of the earth now for decades 
we and the soviets have lived under the threat of mutual assured destruction if either resorted to the use of 
nuclear weapons the other could retaliate and destroy the one who had started it is there either logic or 
morality in believing that if one side threatens to kill tens of millions of our people our only recourse is to 
threaten killing tens of millions of theirs i have approved a research program to find if we can a security 
shield that will destroy nuclear missiles before they reach their target it wouldn't kill people it would destroy 
weapons it wouldn't militarize space it would help demilitarize the arsenals of earth it would render nuclear 
weapons obsolete we will meet with the soviets hoping that we can agree on a way to rid the world of the 
threat 
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on a way to rid the world of the threat of nuclear destruction we strive for peace and security heartened by 
the changes all around us since the turn of the century the number of democracies in the world has grown 
four-fold human freedom is on the march and nowhere more so than in our own hemisphere freedom is one 
of the deepest and noblest aspirations of the human spirit people worldwide hunger for the right of self- 


determination for those inalienable rights that make for human dignity and progress america must remain 
freedom's staunchest friend for freedom is our best ally and it is the world's only hope to conquer poverty and 
preserve peace every blow we inflict against poverty will be a blow against its dark allies of oppression and 
war every victory for human freedom will be a victory for world peace so we go forward today a nation still 
mighty in its youth and powerful in its purpose with our alliances strengthened with our economy leading the 
world to a new age of economic expansion we look to a future rich in possibilities and all of this is because 
we worked and acted together not as members of political parties but as americans my friends we we live in 
a world that's lit by lightning so much is changing and will change but so much endures and transcends time 
history is a ribbon always unfurling history is a journey and as we continue our journey we think of those who 
traveled before us we stand again at the steps of this symbol of our democracy or we would have been 
standing at the steps if it hadn't gotten so cold now we're standing inside this symbol of 
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now we're standing inside this symbol of our democracy and we see and hear again the echoes of our past a 
general falls to his Knees in the hard snow of valley forge a lonely president faces the darkened halls and 
powers ponders his struggle to preserve the union the men of the alamo call out encouragement to each 
other a settler pushes west and sings a song and the song echoes out forever and fills the unknowing air it is 
the american sound it is hopeful big-hearted idealistic daring decent and fair that's our heritage that's our 
song we sing it still for all our problems our differences we are together as of old we raise our voices to the 
god who is the author of this most tender music and may he continue to hold us close as we fill the world 
with our sand sound in unity affection and love one people under god dedicated the dream of freedom that 
he has placed in the human heart called upon now to pass that dream on to a waiting and a hopeful world 
god bless you and may god bless america thank you 
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[Applause] the second order address of president ronald wilson reagan i will ask the reverend peter gomes 
minister in the memoir in the memorial church at harvard university to pronounce the benediction following 
the benediction these proceedings will be concluded by the playing of the national anthem by the marine 
corps band let us pray almighty god who has given us this good land for our heritage we humbly beseech 
thee that we may always prove ourselves a people mindful of thy favor and glad to do thy will bless our land 
with honorable industry sound learning and pure manners save us from discord violence and confusion and 
the frailty of our own hearts defend our liberties preserve our unity and fashion into one united people the 
multitudes brought hither out of many kindreds and tongues in due with the spirit of wisdom prudence and 
fortitude the president and the vice president of these united states and all those to whom is entrusted 
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and all those to whom is entrusted the authority of government to the end that justice and peace may flourish 
at home and abroad make us with them equal to our high trusts reverent in the use of freedom just in the 
exercise of power generous in the protection of weakness may wisdom and compassion be the stability of 
our times and our deepest trust in thee in whom we live and move and have our being unto thee oh lord we 
ascribe all honor and glory and in thanksgiving and in hope we commend now to thy eternal protection 
ourselves our nation and our world amen so [Music] 
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[Music] [Applause] lord [Applause] [Music] so hail to the chief the music is by james sanderson to the words 
from the boat song and sir walter scott's lady of the lake president chester arthur thought hail to the chief 
lacked dignity and at his request john philip souza composed other presidential music titled presidential 
colonnaise but that proved very difficult music to walk to and it developed race so we have nails [Music] the 
scene is the great capital rotunda cornerstone for the capitol building was laid in 1793 by then president 
george washington after the masonic ceremony of that time the crowd feasted on rose stocks 
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today the president will be feasting on fish next door at the statuary hall where he mrs reagan vice president 
bush mrs bush going now to a luncheon hosted [Music] by the members of the united states senate in the 
house of representatives moving from the rotunda to the statuary hall [Music] president reagan giving his 
second inaugural address bob schieffer and bruce morton the president described the american people as 
he has before as a daring and decent people he got the most applause when he called for a constitutional 
amendment for a balanced federal budget there's some irony i think there dan this is the president who 
accumulated the biggest budget deficits in history of speaking to the members of congress who helped him 
and uh everybody's cheering for the idea of a balanced budget amendment the problem with that of course is 
that most of the proposed amendments have loopholes and if these guys want to go on the way they're 
going they'll find them i think this speech could be summed up quite simply dan this was pure reagan pure 
ronald reagan it's a speech he has made most of his political career where he again took off the government 
talked about freeing the citizens from the tyranny of government that's been a theme as long as ronald 
reagan has been making speeches and he promised more of the same well i think with a second term 
president you know what you're going to get there isn't anything in this that would surprise a reagan fan or or 
a reagan foe for that matter this is what got him elected four years ago and uh clearly he needs to go on as 
he's been going so what do they call this the what's the phrase in this speech is it the new american 
emancipation is that the uh what this is there is a fair amount of flowery language in here uh history isn't 
ribbon and we live in a world lit by lightning and the speechwriters work hard but gentlemen we'll have more 
analysis 
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but gentlemen we'll have more analysis uh commentary about the president's inaugural speech but you know 
one of the things uh my personal opinion of television does best is take people places and here is the in the 
capital rotunda the united states marine band the second inauguration let's just listen and watch for at least a 
half minute [Music] and as the medley of service tunes continues from the capital rotunda our cbs news 
coverage of the inauguration will continue after these messages [Music] cbs news coverage of the 
presidential inauguration continues from the east building of the national gallery of art here again is dan 
rather from the east building of the national gallery of art uh just in front of the west front of the capitol where 
the inaugural ceremonies of the day were to have been held but because of inclement weather the 
temperature by the way in washington is up to five degrees above zero at the moment uh the swearing-in 
was taken was held inside the capitol itself this was a repeat a replay of yesterday's swearing in the official 
one required by the constitution at the white house at the moment the post inaugural luncheon is being 
formed up in statuary hall uh inside the capitol and uh while president and mrs reagan and vice president 
mrs bush are making their 
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vice president mrs bush are making their way there let's call in bill plant our white house correspondent bill 
uh to talk just a little bit about the president's inaugural address the president uh it seems to me was not 
trying to really spell out any specific detail what he plans to do he wanted to set a tone for his second term 
but even having said that it's clear that president reagan at least begins his second term determined to go 
ahead with his agenda basically the same agenda he had during the first term that's right dan that's what he 
thinks the people elected him to do and he's pointed more than once recently to the overwhelming vote that 
he got in november and as you point out this was a theme speech the details will come later there will be 
more details for example about what he wants in the way of tax reform in the state of the union address at 
the beginning of february in this speech he made a point of talking as he has for 20 years in political life and 
40 years overall uh of expressing his boundless optimism the unity idea the new beginning the no limits to 
growth that's the cornerstone of the reagan philosophy he thinks he thinks that all things are still possible but 
without much government intervention it's the unbounded optimism less government this speech should be a 
joy to conservatives i would think dan because he is talking about pushing ahead with his program again no 


specifics but that's the tone phil jones our capitol hill correspondent uh we're aware of president is many men 
and when he makes something such as an inaugural address he's speaking to many different constituencies 
and audiences not the least of which is the united states congress how is today's inaugural address going to 
play in congress particularly if we read it right this determination to go ahead with his agenda and the 
emphasis on a constitutional amendment for a balanced budget well dan i think it's about what everybody 
expected here uh all his supporters would call it the stay the course uh speech and probably his opponents 
would call it to stay the curse uh i think that there weren't enough specifics in here today to where even his 
opponents can get 
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his opponents can get too excited but i think everybody is for tax simplification uh he did not outline exactly 
what he wants to do in this area and there are many members of congress who have questions about tax 
simplification it sounds good but they're not sure just what they want to simplify uh he also talked about a 
freeze of spending uh that there are many people up here who have questions about an over overall across 
the board freeze so that is not going to go through too easily uh he also talked just briefly about his star wars 
program uh there is some support up here for that but there are still many questions i think that overall it's 
going to be a pretty tough time for the president here as he begins his second term uh primarily because the 
people up here are politicians too and they know that he's a lame duck that he doesn't have to worry about 
running again for office but many of them are up two years from now and four years from now and they're 
going to be looking out for their own political hides so i think that there will be some tough times ahead 
especially as the president tries to come up with some economic program many members of congress here 
are saying that the president has to lead but uh they're not so sure they want to follow just exactly where he's 
headed at this point dan and phil yes uh you know i think it should be emphasized here that ronald reagan 
plans to take his case to the people as much in a second term if not more than he did in the first and he i 
know thinks that he can hold a threat over those senators and congressmen who are running for reelection in 
1986 go out and in effect threaten to campaign against him he believes that he's got at least two good years 
where he can work his will still through the people on the congress well i think that many people up here still 
fear him and his ability to go out and communicate and go over the heads of congress but uh i think 
realistically the politicians up here and especially the 
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politicians up here and especially the republicans many in the senate who are up for re-election in 1986 are 
saying that the window of opportunity for this president to really accomplish something to make some major 
changes in economic policy in this country probably no more than 120 days or so a very short period well bill 
and phil uh may that uh you know this inaugural address says with most of them was not designed to spell 
out specifics while the president does make it clear that he's going to start the second term going after his 
agenda what he was hoping to accomplish here seems to me is insofar as he was able to do so is to kind of 
tonal poem if you will uh presidents have tried this before and most of them have failed a little early for 
reaction to this one and can't give it historical context that takes time lincoln's second inaugural address 
probably the best known the one that says with malice toward none and with charity for all george 
washington's second inaugural address the shortest in history only 135 words i suspect that if this second 
inaugural address of ronald reagan's goes into the history books uh in any uh complimentary way it may be 
the paragraph that says history is a ribbon always unfurling history as a journey and as we continue our 
journey we think of those who've traveled it before us we stand again at the steps of this symbol of our 
democracy and we see and hear again the echoes of our past it is the american sound unquote president 
ronald reagan in his second inaugural address our cbs news coverage of the inauguration will continue in a 
moment [Music] well they are assembling for the post inaugural luncheon inside the capitol back there and i 
want to stop for a moment explain to you something may be happening our broadcast booth here is in the 
east building of the national gallery of art one of our new national treasures we came here as our broadcast 


place for one thing to give you this marvelous view which you've seen this morning from time to time through 
this window out on the west front of the capitol where the original swearing in was to have taken place now 
what's happened in this bitter cold 
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now what's happened in this bitter cold a record cold of the minus four degrees overnight in washington the 
temperature is now up to seven above we put this little thermometer in here to show you seven above zero 
now in washington dc but in our little broadcast facility despite all the technology despite all the gimmicks and 
gadgets we still have what you always have in the family car when you get to your wife and your mother-in- 
law and the kids in the car the thing steams up and that's what happens to this window back here so if you 
have a feeling that something surrealistic was happening to you in the background that this capital sort of 
came and went it's uh not unlike what happens in your car when it fogs up and i remember so well once we 
bought an automobile and um the good and wise gene rather says we ought to take that extra option of 
getting the defogger for the back window and i said no i'm not going to spend the money and we spent years 
in that automobile with the back window fogging up well this was not a case of a low budget operation for cbs 
news it was simply a case of the bitter cold today was nobody but nobody could have anticipated whether 
this cold so that's the reason our view of the capital comes and goes in your consciousness and in your view 
like brigadoon a little brighter dune not bad at all the post-inaugural luncheon forming up uh in the capital uh 
the talk as it uh forms up there and as the music and statuary hall plays in the background a lot of the talk is 
about president reagan's second inaugural arrest that my colleague bill moyers who's heard a few of these 
inaugural addresses second and otherwise listened with the rest of us he is at our cbs news headquarters at 
2020 m street and bill if this inaudible address is long remembered for what may it be longer for being his 
second annual address i really don't think there was much in it rhetorically that will stand the test of bartlett's 
time i think it was a suitable address for ronald reagan it was typical reagan as someone said i dearly love to 
watch the man when he speaks dan it's like watching houdini except that instead of ropes and chains and 
saws and rabbits he uses nostalgia 
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and saws and rabbits he uses nostalgia sentiment and piety and it's a wonderful act it's a good act it's one of 
the best political acts to come along in a long time but it's also full of contradictions mr reagan talked about a 
bloated taming of bloated federal establishment but the federal establishment is today larger than it was four 
years ago he calls for a constitutional amendment to balance the budget which if he'd had to labor under 
would have handcuffed him so that he would not have been able to do what he's done the last four years bill 
it's part of me for interrupting but in your judgment and i'm asking for a personal opinion here is there any 
real viable chance of passing a constitutional amendment for a balanced budget well sufficient states have 
passed it to make it possible for it to be sent to congress if i think two more states act on it uh yes but i don't 
think in the states yes because the states don't mind the people in the states don't mind tying the hands of 
the federal government but i don't believe you'll get it through congress simply because it's unrealistic you 
can't ask you can't ask this congress and this government to tie the hands of future governments when there 
are emergencies yet unforeseen that a president will need to act on with the same flexibility that ronald 
reagan has had the last four years it would be a very hypocritical and potentially harmful thing for them to do 
the scene you are seeing is a statuary hall in the capital of the united states the post inaugural luncheon 
which follows the swearing-in ceremony supreme court justices diplomats the cabinet congressional leaders 
and six just plain folks invited by senator charles matthias the chair of the joint congressional committee on 
inaugural ceremonies will be attending this post-inaugural lunch and bob schieffer you were reminding me 
earlier that the last time we had an inauguration the great story was the hostages and it was at this luncheon 
the post inaugural luncheon and it was announced that the hostages uh would be leaving iran and ronald 
reagan said that makes it a perfect day shows you demonstrates once again to me how the femoral 
headlines are because the hostages with the great headlines and now you rarely hear anyone 
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headlines and now you rarely hear anyone even discuss the hostile story no but it's it's a symptom i think of 
how much the national mood has changed and americans felt so ashamed over that i think that's really what 
contributed to president reagan's landslide win over jimmy carter four years ago and whatever else you say 
about the first rating term there's a kind of national pride that's come back nobody talks about the hostages 
and nobody feels any need to and when he says that he's brought america back in a sense he has you know 
people feel better about the place than they used to well bill moyers uh when president johnson and won his 
great electoral victory in 1964 and uh was sworn in for a second time in in 1965 i know how many of us said 
and i include myself in this well we you know it's pretty predictable what lyndon johnson is going to to do and 
we've said this about ronald reagan's second term but as i recall it un we were wrong about a lot because 
there's so much unexpected happens what we expect uh seldom really occurs for the high resolve of 
presidents at high noon on inaugural day often gets ground up by the realities of the morning after lyndon 
johnson promised peace and took us to war in vietnam richard nixon promised law and order and almost 
stole the constitution one of the reasons that ronald reagan is popular today is that on the whole he has done 
what in that inaugural address four years ago he said he would do he has cut the tax rate he has increased 
defense spending he has trimmed the rate of growth in domestic spending he's made the presidency 
function again he's brought back a sense of optimism as people said he does believe in the gross national 
psychology thinks it's as important in many respects as the gross national product and unlike most 
presidents in the last 20 years he has performed more closely to what his agenda held out when he took 
office than any other president and i think that as well as the cut and in particular the cutting of the rate of 
inflation are responsible for ronald reagan's very high popularity today speaker o'neill has 
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o'neill has entered statuary hall and is uh going to the head table as the post-inaugural luncheon the vice 
president and mrs bush vice president and mrs bush entering the hall complete with the statues of heroes 
from all 50 states bill moyers as we watch this continuing part of the ritual [Music] ladies and gentlemen the 
president of the united states and mrs reagan [Music] go [Music] seated to mrs reagan's left uh senator 
matthias for those of you who perhaps have not been through us with us through the whole ceremony we 
mentioned this statuary hall had the heroes of the 50 states statuary hall is named for the idea that we're 
going to have statues of heroic figures from all 50 states however and they do have representatives 
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however and they do have representatives of all 50 states in statutory forum in the hall but some of them 
have to be placed outside the hall because the very weight of the statues as the number of states increased 
uh threatened uh to crash the floor in and the underpinning of the capital simply wouldn't support it so for 
example one of my own favorite stephen f austin his statue is just outside the uh the hall there it's a 
wonderful miscellany i mean you've got politicians and authors uh lou wallace the man who wrote ben hur is 
in there hugh long from louisiana you know just all sorts of little that's a good story bruce that uh someone 
was saying that this man lou wallace's statue is in statuary hall in the capitol united states and somebody 
said well this guy was a very bad civil war general what's his statute doing he said well he's a bad civil war 
general but he went home and uh wrote been to her and that's the reason real well but it's easy to make uh 
make fun and it's part of being an american to make fun of ourselves even on our most solemn occasions 
but uh such occasions what we once called i think connective rituals do have an important place in our 
society and bill moyers i know this is one of your favorite subjects and while the president vice president and 
the mrs reagan and mrs bush and the honored guests begin their lunch perhaps we should talk about it for a 
moment yes it's expensive and yes it's a it's a show but it's also a very important part of the fabric the country 
has been it most certainly is i happen to believe that myths are important to a nation that ritual and ceremony 
tie us to the past and point us toward the future they sometimes invent the past in ways uh suitable to the 
rich imagination of the people who don't like to be anchored very much in in the reality of the past but bill 
luchtenberg is here with me a historian from the university of north carolina who studied the presidency 
studied our history this this century what what role do you think uh ceremony and myth play in a democracy 
well i think what i'm most struck by is the degree in to which uh ronald reagan uh

to which uh ronald reagan uh in this address today kept bringing us back to the past and sounded themes 
that we've heard before indeed to such an extent this was so 19th century an address that it could have been 
given by william mckinley he quoted this time not fdr or any other 20th century figure but people like john 
adams and and jefferson and he spoke in the language of protestant evangelicalism the hope for the future a 
sense not just a renewal but even a resurrection using the imagery of movement from darkness and to life 
and when he did very briefly talk about the 20th century he talked about the century showing the march of 
progress the growth of human liberty i think to any historian of the 20th century that comes as an astonishing 
uh kind of revelation is history a ribbon i think he had a little trouble with his metaphors and that and that's it 
dr barbara kellerman is a political scientist uh from the institute for leadership studies at fairly dickinson 
university in new jersey just written a book on presidential leadership what about president reagan's uh calls 
to the nation to patriotism he doesn't really ask us as an act of leadership to sacrifice very much does he uh 
no he seems to promise all without asking very much of us and i might point out that's in stark contrast to his 
immediate predecessor so that uh carter for example constantly asked us to sacrifice to give up he was in his 
rhetoric relatively punitive he talked about a melez that overcame the country and so ronald reagan has the 
distinction not only of promising us all without requesting very much from us but uh coming at a time where 
his predecessor really was an extreme opposite it seems a particular pleasure let me just say one other thing 
in this regard which is uh another kind of background than the one bill just referred to and that's his 
hollywood background which i think is not irrelevant here it's a little like the old-fashioned movie 
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movie where you were promised a happy ending no matter what your performance in the interim and i think 
ronald reagan harks as much back to that part of himself as to the earlier parts of american history thank you 
both uh bill luckenberg barbara kellerman dan thank you bill bob schieffer and bruce morton uh i don't know 
what your favorite place in the capitol is uh this statuary hall where this post inaugural luncheon is being held 
may be mine well it's certainly one of the most popular stops for visitors who come to washington because it 
used to be the old uh house chamber originally and it has the trick acoustics if you've been on the house tour 
you remember there's a certain spot in there that you can go and you can whisper and people 30 feet away 
can hear you whispering and uh that used to cause some some problems during the time that that was a 
house chamber because one party would hear what the other one was talking about they couldn't figure out 
how they knew what the strategy was so so tourists to the capitol always get a big kick out of that well also 
you pass uh the you know brooding face of brigham young for example the smiling place of uh sam houston 
uh it's got to be one of the more popular places on the capitol tour but bruce when you were working over 
there you spent most of your time i suppose in the press gallery not in statuary hall well everybody likes 
statuary hall you know they've changed the folks there every once in a while they used to be a wonderful 
indian chief from hawaii for instance who's not there anymore he got moved on the outside i moved on the 
outside because as you said it can't hold them all but it's a wonderful building because it's full of little nooks 
and crannies that nobody knows about uh there's a unless they've taken it out in the last few years a spiral 
staircase there and old timers used to insist i never knew whether this was true or not that marks on the walls 
before the british had fired musket balls during the war of 1812. you know and it's just full of history and our 
cbs news coverage of this historic day will continue after these messages [Music]

well behind us the west front of the capitol you can see it again now and under our now you see it now you 
don't uh live coverage from the east building of the national gallery inside in statuary hall lunch is being 
served at the moment the post-inaugural lunch the luncheon toast will take place after a while under a 
painting by francis croppsy autumn on the hudson river 1860 painting on loan from the national gallery uh the 
parade has been cancelled because of the bitter cold the coldest inauguration day on record for below zero 
in washington d.c overnight it's slowly warmed up in our thermometer at last look uh was showing about 
seven degrees above and uh rising but the parade has been cancelled in its place at the capitol center this is 


in landover maryland in suburban washington uh they're already rehearsing this is a tribute it's not going to 
be called pageant they taught to that word but they're going to be called a tribute and so later this afternoon 
the president and mr reagan are scheduled to go over this is inside at the capitol center this is the great 
sports arena uh built by a genuine american character and a great uh community civic-minded citizen here in 
washington ave holland the president and mrs reagan and the official party will be guests there will come in 
and uh see uh some of what they would have seen had the parade taken place now that's what will be 
happening this afternoon about mid afternoon washington time and we'll of course be here for the coverage 
of that uh there may be thousands fewer frozen faces around washington because of the cancellation of the 
inaugural parade but as bernard goldberg now reports there are a lot of sad young faces around town too 
how cold is it cold enough to break some hearts they're just 37 high school kids from a small town in middle 
america 37 high school kids from tampico illinois the very same tampaco illinois where ronald reagan was 
born 73 years 
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where ronald reagan was born 73 years ago they were just 37 kids with one dream to march down 
pennsylvania avenue to march right in front of the president who came from the same place they did it was 
supposed to be their once in a lifetime performance but last night in washington they got the news it's no 
one's fault about the weather or anything can't do anything about it but president reagan will never be 
reelected and we will never be in high school again in four years for day of co-op was just such a big 
excitement for a little town like that and you know it's just like a bubble and it just got burst [Music] last night 
they played for some visitors from illinois it wasn't pennsylvania avenue and it wasn't always easy i'm a little 
depressed because i was really looking forward to this it's about the biggest thing that's really ever happened 
to our band and i really can't believe they did this cancel it and everything but i guess that's how it goes 
[Music] back to regular old schedule working on for we'll have a spring concert coming up and go back to 
regular normal life [Music] sometime the right majorette the whistle would stick to my lips and they would 
bleed but we got through it in the snow we practiced as it was snowing in the ice out in the country roads with 
the wind it was a lot of hard work but we would have done well it was pretty cold back in tampico when they 
practiced in the snow sometimes it was bitter cold but it was never cold enough to break some hearts this is 
bernard 
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to break some hearts this is bernard goldberg i'm so sorry the parade didn't take place i mean that's the 
reason but that's what the country's about my you know these young people and others who hoped and 
dreamed and competed tried their best chili suppers and pizza sales all over the country to get themselves 
here and uh tough moment when the parade gets canceled i don't think anybody would argue with the 
decision as cold as it got last night but you have to say to yourself well it's that kind of individual spirit that 
made the country uh not commentators anchormen uh uh would-be potentiates and uh politicians and all the 
so-called high and mighty uh that's what this country is about well then what we want to remember is that 
only the washington part of this parade was really canceled because this parade doesn't form up down here 
on independence avenue it it starts in hundreds of towns across the country just like that daniel boerstein the 
librarian of congress said this morning that what sets a democracy apart is that people may vote against the 
leader but then they support him and that's really what all this is all about maybe half the kids in that band 
maybe their parents voted for for walter mondale but yet this was the inauguration of the president and they 
wanted to be here well it's a sense of celebration of course but you do have to feel sad for the kids as a 
young man the washington dc band is from eastern high school which is just about 20 blocks down the road 
there and i remember his saying you know the march for the president is an honor and a privilege that i'll 
remember all my life and of course he you know he's lost that well you say well celebration celebration of 
what among other things uh the reason honoring the privilege and people feel that way is that we haven't 
forgotten in our better moments we haven't forgotten what a new thing in history it was and a new thing in 


history it still is to have a system in which you compete one person one vote election when it's over you say 
okay peaceful tranquil transition of power handling the power either to a new party a new president or to the 
one we had 
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a new president or to the one we had before and everybody once the election over falls in behind us as well 
it's not my guy he's not the bill i voted for but it's our country he's our leader and now he's swinging behind it 
that's what this is all all about exactly it doesn't work in very many places we forget how special it is they're 
just a handful of countries in the world that have been able to do that never in the history of this country when 
a president has lost has there been any doubt that he would leave office nor when a president was elected 
that there was any doubt that he would assume the office this country in the civil war held elections what 
other country in the history of the world held an election in the midst of a civil war this country was the only 
country during world war ii of the of the western democracies that held elections we take it for granted and on 
the other hand as the rabbi said uh in his prayer earlier we've fought throughout our history the temptation 
and how large a temptation it is uh to be guilty of arrogance and false pride that it is something you have to 
earn every day every year and something you can't take for granted there are differences between our 
system and that of others but this is our celebration this as the president said today in his second inaugural 
address this is our song and for the moment this is our coverage we're going to be leaving the air here very 
shortly to rejoin the tribute at the capitol center uh at about or about two hours from now so an inaugural 
replay ceremony complete with hairpin turns and plans and skids on the ice and cruel and unusual cold is 
over a fitting american mixture of high hopes and disappointments that grace will glide from one presidential 
term to another the sutter bitter sudden bitter coming of winter to washington the big chill outside and the 
president's call for a federal budget freeze everywhere none of that uh with us or i'm sure with you 
diminishes for a moment at least our solid singing of that patriotic hymn that goes long may our land be 
bright with freedom's holy life for cos news dan rather we'll see a little later on 
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reporting from the east building of the national gallery of art in washington here is dan rather good afternoon 
from record-breaking bone chilling deep biting bitter cold washington just 13 degrees now the overnight low 
in washington d.c was -4 nonetheless there will be a hot time in the old town after all but only indoors it froze 
on ronald reagan's parade and our parade but the show in some respects does go on and it will go on in 
landover maryland at the capitol center that's just a few miles away but many degrees hotter than outside our 
location here at the east building of the national gallery it's still red white and blue out there president and 
nancy reagan will be arriving at the capitol center in a short while as the festivities center festivities at the 
capitol center have been underway since about 12 30. this is a kind of makeup as best as can be arranged 
for the cancellation of the inaugural parade what you see here is a helicopter that has just arrived at the 
capitol center in suburban washington that we're told was a staff helicopter for the staff the president's own 
helicopter is expected to be along very shortly bob schieffer is with me here charles carrot and leslie stahl 
are at the capitol center one of the things we want to point out to you is the capital center which was privately 
financed and built we mentioned earlier a pollen civic-minded citizen of the washington baltimore area built it 
as a home for the washington bullish basketball team the local hockey team is out there it's now the home 
court for the georgetown hoyers basketball team boxing has been held there rodeos other events uh unlike 
uh all of the public buildings in the capitol itself the capital center uh is privately financed and run of course it 
is a community asset and has tax breaks and that sort of thing but it's a success story in its own right in that 
it was originally built 
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right in that it was originally built for something over of 18 million dollars and uh and individual americans and 
uh stuck their necks out and invested in it and trying to make that investment come out however for this 
afternoon's purposes it's uh indoors and large enough to seat quite a few of the disappointed people uh that 


will not be taking part in the inaugural parade that had been scheduled for this afternoon but was called off 
now we are now told that uh we uh that uh the president is speaking at the capitol center any of the 
ceremony at the capitol but as i say transcending politics was this feeling of a country together and the 
senate did itself proud and innovating in a very under very short order bringing a marvelous ceremony to the 
attention of the american people and indeed worldwide so thanks for all you're doing thanks for what you've 
done my only regret is we didn't get to sit in that reviewing stand and see the majesty of the parade but i 
think in a sense we understand certainly what it is that you brought here thank you all very much in just a 
minute the president will be here well clearly it's not a case if your correspondent's eyes are going but that's 
what vice president bush is speaking at the capitol center and also the the president's helicopter has arrived 
at land over maryland that our our ability to see what's happening out there is not as clear as it might be and 
while the president's staff helicopter arrived a few minutes before we went on the air the president's 
helicopter we that was it we had a shot of a moment ago we also had a brief glimpse of president reagan 
going into the capitol center he's now in a holding room vice president bush and mrs bush are taking their 
bows and uh waving the crowd that sign mrs bush's giving is a hook em horn sign uh which sports fans are 
recognized as supporters of the university of texas longhorns give a hook and horn sign 
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longhorns give a hook and horn sign vice president bush giving us more from your thumbs up sign and we 
now have our communications all squared away and so we don't have any more cases of misidentifying 
helicopters and let's go directly to the capitol center where charles carlton and leslie stahl are standing by to 
help us describe this afternoon's tribute to those who had been scheduled to take part in the inaugural 
parade good afternoon leslie ann charles good afternoon dan i must tell you right off the bat that i'm having 
this strange sense of deja vu this is just like the campaign rallies the president had at the end of the 
campaign when he went around at college campuses and high schools uh same kind of look red white and 
blue a lot of patriotic music what we have here really are mostly the bands that we're going to march in front 
of the white house today about 50 of them here in the capitol center however they're not going to be playing 
for the president only one of those bands will be playing about 650 college students brought together in what 
they call the all-american marching band brought brought in from 40 different colleges but the audience is the 
other bands it's a convention of bands really and there's nothing uh quite so sad dan as uh 8 000 high school 
band musicians without their instruments most of them uh came here expecting to be the show now they're 
introducing special guests down there now they're introducing the chairman of the inaugural committee dan 
they put this together last night in the middle of the night i'm told about 4am they decided that this would be 
the place it's one of the largest indoor stadiums whatever in the area and as somebody said right before we 
came on the air because the bands couldn't come to the president the president is coming to the bands and 
here he is coming into the hall right now 
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ladies and gentlemen the president of the united states and mrs reagan [Applause] foreign [Music] ah [Music] 
uh [Music] we move back a little please what you're about to see now are [Music] banned musicians from 40 
colleges and universities around the country it's quite a big ban it was put together by the inaugural uh 
committee i counted and there are for example 40 tubas in this band this was to have been the finale of the 
parade that's been canceled charlie it's a part of the uh reagan administration's attempt to attract young 
people the emphasis in the parade in fact was supposed to be on young people you know that 60 of the 
college kids in the country voted for president reagan 
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the country voted for president reagan in the election charles and leslie uh since this is one of the few times 
we will have to hear the bands uh when they strike up the music let's listen to it i'm with you we've been

serenading him they couldn't both face him and the television cameras so they chose to face the television 
cameras the president had the worst seat in the house for that little concert did you notice dan that through 
the whole concert he and mrs reagan held hands in general good indeed introducing the chairman of the 
50th amendment leslie stahl one thing occurs to me this is called the all-american college marching band 
and the inaugural entertainment company but in effect what the inaugural committee is doing and the 
republican committee that uh behind the inaugural committee is they're putting on their show their part of the 
parade and everybody else is blocked out that's correct these are as we were saying before just for people 
who are going to be in the parade i really think it's an attempt to assuage some of the disappointed feelings 
of these young people there are so many high school bands here i know both charlie and i spoke to a couple 
of the young people here today and uh i spoke to one girl in ain a band from minnesota who said that they 
had spent all yesterday trying to figure out how to cope with the cold they had gotten some anti-freeze some 
non-toxic antifreeze to put in their instruments so that they wouldn't freeze and they really thought they had it 
licked and they're really feeling quite badly and i know charlie you spoke to some people too nancy reagan is 
stepping through the microphone now this isn't on the schedule thank you thank you i just uh wanted to tell 
you how how disappointed we were and i know how disappointed you were and thousands and thousands of 
people who were hoping and waiting to see you in the 
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hoping and waiting to see you in the parade um i i just i and hearing you here as ron said how wonderful it 
would have been i'm i'm just i know how how hard you worked and and how long you worked and i wish it 
could have been different but you wouldn't have liked frostbite so uh thank you very much for letting us for 
letting us come out here and and hear you and see you and tell you in person how sorry we are and i do 
thank all of you for for all your work and all everything that you've done you've just been wonderful and you 
are wonderful and we love you [Applause] you scared me i forgot something [Applause] i was supposed to 
introduce my roommate who happens to be my husband who happens to be the president of the united 
states [Applause] 
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oh [Applause] how could you have forgotten me [Laughter] well good afternoon i'm told that this is the coldest 
day in inauguration history but looking out at all of you i somehow feel there's a lot of warmth inside this 
building but who would ever thought that i'd be the one standing up and talking while all you were but almost 
all of you were sitting down and listening it just goes to show here in washington things have a way of turning 


out the opposite of how we intend i know you didn't get your chance to salute all of us but i just want you to 
know how happy and how important it was for nancy myself and the vice president and mrs bush to come 
here to salute all of you he you know whether we in all america we're so looking forward to seeing each one 
of you perform and delight us with your wonderful talents and exuberance and what a great american family 
you are because whether you come from as far away as hawaii california texas florida new [Applause] new 
york or mississippi

little faint i looked over my shoulder everybody turned the corner i was going down the wrong street all by 
myself [Applause] i kept right on walking right out of a musical career well we know the tremendous time and 
personal dedication that each of you put into your preparations everything from bad from bake sales to 
getting church and civic groups to help you raise the money to pay your way to the long long hours of 
rehearsal that so that you perform at your very best and i don't want to forget to mention one other very 
important group of participants who are here with us too our united states military personnel [Applause] oh 
you know all of them and most of you are about to pretty much the same age group and i just want to say 
something back in world war ii general george marshall was asked by someone what he thought was our 
secret weapon and general marshall said the best damn kids in the world [Applause] do you know something 
if he were here 
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do you know something if he were here today he could say the same thing because you are [Applause] led 
by our military led by paul miller the director of ceremonies and special events for the military district of 
washington deputy parade chairman marine lieutenant colonel frank turner they were a tremendously 
effective organizational team and they would have been there to line your parade route down pennsylvania 
avenue and let me tell you i and all of us up here george and barbara and nancy we were raring to go i went 
searching into the closet i had a pair of long johns i was going to put them on the last time i wore them was 
the 1980 primary campaign in new hampshire but it would have been a magical moment to tuck away and 
cherish with your loved ones during all your later years but it was not to be and i just hope you understand 
that we only made this decision after we were convinced that it was absolutely necessary to protect your own 
health as well as the health of the thousands who would be lining the parade to watch you believe me we 
had professional medical advice in making that decision and i pledge one thing to all of you today and that is 
to serve with the very best of my abilities and to try during these next four years to live up to the spirits unity 
and pride that you have brought to washington because that's what makes america the greatest country on 
earth 
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there's another thought that i'd like to leave with you and that is that your trip here despite the cancellation of 
the parade is still very worthwhile and important because all of us together have been participates in a great 
miracle of modern history the simple peaceful continuation of power ratifying the sovereignty of we the 
people there has never been a transfer of power by bayonet in america and god willing there never will be 
thomas jefferson once said how little do my countrymen know what precious blessings they are in 
possession of and which no other people on earth enjoy well today we can rejoice that more and more 
people on earth are moving toward democracy and we can rejoice that america a nation still young 
compared to so many others is the oldest most successful republic on earth in two years we will celebrate 
together the 200th anniversary of our constitution and what a day that will be for parades not only in 
washington dc but all across our land so while we could not go through with today's festivities we can 
celebrate in our hearts the continuation of this wonderful experiment in individual liberty and self-government 
and we can give thanks that we remain today as abraham lincoln said over a hundred years ago the last 
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over a hundred years ago the last best hope of man on earth god bless you all thank you all again have a 
safe journey home thank you mr president and mr president we now present the grand finale to your 
inaugural parade this is the one we have hoped to do for you on pennsylvania avenue only now you're riding
